The law stipulates that the rental shal’ be 
paid on the last day of each month, and yes- 
terday was the last day of December. 


The Okefenokee Swamp. 

Today the state will execute to the Suwanee 
Canal Company a deed for the Jands embraced 
in the Okefenokee swamp and its vicinity, sold 
to the company under authority of an act of 
the legislature, approved October 29, 1889. 

At the same time the company will make a 
payment to the state for balance due for said 
lands. The deed will embrace a fraction less 
than 240,000 acres of land bought at 264 cents 
an acre. 

The company had previously made a payment 
of $20,000 of purchase money, and the balance 
to be paid today is, therefore, in the neighbor- 
hood of $35,000. 

It was left by the act within the discretion 
of the governor to extend the time of payment 
sixty days, but itis hardly probable that this 
extension will be given.. So Acting Attorney 
General Anderson stated last evening. 

Should it be insisted that the payment be 
made today, as seems probable, the company’s 
failing to pay would forfeit them all rights to 
the lands and also the $20,000 aiready paid. 

Judge Anderson came up yesterday to pre- 
pare the deed to be given by the state, arid re- 
mained over today. 

General P. M. B. Young, vice president of 
the purchasing company, is herein the interest 
of the company. 

General Young said last evening, ‘The 
company is ready to pay for as many acres as 
the state can give a clear title for.”

Upto Tuesday evening he was cashier of 
the Southern Loan and Banking Company. 

But is not in Atlanta. 

And Mr. W. T. Crenshaw has been made 
cashier of the banking company in his stead. 

There seems to be a mystery agout the dis- 
appearance of Mr. Morris. ™ : 

He may turn up smiling today or 
time; then, again, he may find it con 
to remain away from Atlanta permane

with the banking company, but the: 
that institution say this is of trivial importance, 
that it was known before he left the city, and 
had he remained would have been all right. 

Mr. Morris is a young Atlanta business man 
of extensive acquaintance and fine reputation, 
and those of his friends who are aware of his 
absence from the city feel confident that if is 
only. a matter of a few days at most when he 
will appear and clear everything up. 

THE FACTS AS THEY APPEAR. 

Tersely told, the facts of the case seem to 
be: 

On Christmas Day of last week Mr. Morris, 
whose office as cashier of the Southern Loan 
and Banking Company adjoins thatof Captain 
Clifford Anderson, attorney for the company, 
stepped into Captain Anderson’s office and deft 
a sealed note wpon his desk. 

Mr. Morris’s note explained that business of. 
importance called him away from the city. He 
would be gone, he said, until Monday. In con- 
clusion Mr: Morris, referring to the business of 
the banking company, stated that if Captain 
Anderson thought best he would probably re- 
sign his position as cashier. A conversation 
concerning this matter had passed between the 
two gentlemen. 

The note surprised Captain Anderson, but he 
thought it was all right, and his suspicions 
were not aroused until Munday, when instead 
of Cashier Morris returning he received a brief 
note from him saying that his business had 
carried him further than he thought, and he 
could not definitely say when he would get 
back to Atlanta. 

This note was dated the 28th of December 
and had been mailed:on a train. Captain An- 
derson declizved to give the train on which it 
had been mailed, but his conversation indi- 
cated that it was at some considerable distance 
from Atlanta. 

A SUCCESSOR CHOSEN. 


Monday evening a meeting of the board of 


directors of the Southern Loan and Banking 
Company was called to take action on the 
situation. 

The resutt of that 1, peting and investigation 
was that the directors determined to elect a 
successor to Cashier Morris. 

Another meeting for this purpose was held 
Tuesday nissht, and Mr. W. T. Crenshaw was 
chosen to the position. Today the official 
records and papers will be removed to the 
headquarters of Mr. Crenshaw, in the Kimball 
house. 

WHAT THE BANK OEFICERS SAY. 

Mr. W. L. Peel, the president of the South- 
ern Loan and Banking Company, was seen 
by a CONSTITUTION reporter yesterday. 

“Mr. Morris’s shortage,’’ said he, ‘is very 
sinali, so smal)lin fact, that if he were here 
he could, in all probability, raise it in a day. 
He was under a small security bond, and of 
course the bank will not lose even this small 
sum. There isa possibility that there is no 
real shortage in Mr. Morris’s accounts. Ho 
may have simply neglected to deposit 
promptly, which is very likely, as be was in 
the habit of allowing small installments to ac- 
cumulate until there was enough to deposit. 

‘Mr. Morris organized the banking company 
himself, and had he not disappeared so sud- 
denly and mysteriously he would have been 
rétained in the position of cashier for some 
time to come, at least. He is a young man, 
who has always borne a good reputation, and 
I hope to see him show up and clear himself of 
the suspicion that follows his departure.” 

‘*T am frank to say,’’ said Captain Ander- 
son, the attorney of the company, “that in 
connection with all the circumstances Mr. 
Morris's departure looks suspicious. While 
his shortage does not amount to much—well, 
just at this stage of the case I cannot tell you 
everything.
